Lead In Statistics 
Not attempting to tak e any thing 
away from Southwest of St. Louis 
we merely point out the statistics 
which show Sik eston with 
16 first 
do wns against Southwest’s eight. 
Yards from 
scrimmage show 
Sik eston with 212 as compared 
with Southwest’s 87. Southwest 
did outgain the Bulldogs in the 
passing department, 
83-50, 
but 
here’s the total comparison: 262 
y ards for Sik eston . . . 170 y ards 
for Southwest. 
The game was a thrilling one 
from start to finish with Larry 
Yeargain’s field g 3neralship. in 
the ey es of this writer, far sur­ 
passing any and all of the offer­ 
ings of highly touted Bob Ruck cf 
St. Louis Southwest. 
No d to Ruck 
Of course, with the Missouri 
Sportswriter’s Association in its 
infancy , and no true SEMO rep­ 
resentative as y et appointed, Larry 
may not be named to All-State 
since the St. Louis Globe Demo­ 
crat sportswriter, Bud Thies, said 
last night that he was giving the 
nod to Ruck . 
Perhaps that’s the way the big 
city treats its high school football, 
but from our vantage point we 
saw other play ers greatly aiding 
Ruck to give him his “greatness.” 
But come any thing, Larry Year- 
gain and his crew of ground- 
gainers will stand out in our mem­ 
ories as one of the greatest . . . 
most spirited football teams we’ve 
had the privilege of following in 
many , many y ears. 
Opens Battle 
Southwest opened up the battle 
by k ick ing off to the Bulldogs who 
started from their own 24. They 
made nine y ards in three play s 
and were then forced to punt 
with Southwest tak ing over on 
their own 45.

Then Ruck was smeared for a one 
y ard loss . . . then it happened . . .

Promising as much help as pos­

it 
would be prepared to support pro­ 
ducer prices of corn, cotton, wheat, 
rice, soy beans, wool, milk and but- 
terfat at maximum le . els permit­ 
ted by law.
